TEN or twelve years ago you were bom, — a helpless 
little infant. Like all mankind, you 
The first birth— iiiherited the nature of Adam, which is 
natural. sinful and corrupt.

and bringing to perfection the grace which He bestows 
on every infant in Holy Baptism. Before you were 
well able to speak, your mother taught you to say words 
of prayer — very short and very simple words — at her 
knee night and morning* By and by, as you grew a 
little older, I suppose a few more clauses were added to 
your prayer. You learned a few simple hymns, and 
were taught something about God.— AJaa '^^>50^'st ^^^^^^ 
made you, the Son Whio T^^^em^^ ^^^■'^^^'^"^^SS^ 
Ghost Who sanctifietli yo\x. "^ovx ^c^^ "^^^ "^^ 
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heaven and hell, anjl how God loves little children who 
are good, and gentle, and truthful, and obedient ; and is 
grieved when they are naughty, selfish, false, or ill- 
tempered. 

By the time you were eight or nine years old, 
perhaps your daily prayers were expanded and 
lengthened still further; you had learned the Cate- 
chism, and received additional teaching in the doctrines 
of the Church, and the duties of a Christian boy. 

Now, all this is what I mean by "human agency." 
Had you not received this religious training in yoiu* 
early years — had you not thus been taught how to 
PRAT, the good seed which you received in your Baptism 
might never have germinated at all, but have been as 
a dead, lifeless thing within you — ^just like an acorn 
lying for years neglected in a drawer, instead of being 
planted in a kindly soil, and nourished by all the 
gracious influences of God's sun, and wind, and rain. 

You have just entered upon a new chapter of your 
School ^^®' ^^^ have come to School. You 
T?ith its new life are separated from your father and 
and altered mother by, it may be, many miles. You 
circumstances, ^.g^j^ j^q longer have the benefit of their 
immediate guidance, and advice, and protection, which 
you have enjoyed hitherto. All the more need, there- 
fore, that you should learn now to lean upon your 
Father Which is in heaven, and to trust yourself to 
Him, to His wisest counsel, and His most loving care. 
But here again you want help— do you not? You 
HamAn help *^® surrounded by temptations and trial « 
needed as different in many ways from those of 
before. your childhood. You have need now to 
pray for fresh grace for the performance of new duties ; 
fresh protection against dangers to which you were not 
exposed in your home life. The prayers which you 
have used hitherto would, I suppose, be too narrow to 
inoJnde all your new wants. You have Teach^ a new 
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stage in your life, and, as before, your prayers require 
an expansion. This is just what I have Med to provide 
for you in the pages of this little book, of which I hope 
you will make regular use. But remember this, that 
forms of prayers are intended chiefly for 
use of fonM, y^^j. gTii^gjjce ^^idi assistance, and not to 

supersede thought and reflection on your own part. 
You ought not, therefore, to conflne yourself to them 
exclusively, but try to add — morning and evening — 
before the final prayer for blessing, a few simple words 
of your own, askmg for those helps and graces which 
you feel you most need. 

Let me now say a few words on F):ayer in general. 

What is Prayer ? Prayer is a coming to God; as a 

Prayer— its dutiful son would come to his earthly 

leadiug featares father for counsel and help in difficulty ; 

and essential or as a disobedient and prodigal son, 

elements. repenting him of his sin, wotQd come 
to the same loving father for pardon and restoration 
to favour. 

You were made in your Baptism — not in words, but 
really and actually — a child of God, You have a right, 
therefore — ^He has given youflie right — ^to come to Him 
without fear of His casting you out, or turning a deaf 
ear to your prayers. At your age— that is, before you 
are admitted to the Holy Communion — Prayer, public 
and private, is the great channel whereby God's grace 
is communicated to you, whereby you draw from His 
treasures the strength necessary for your daily life. 
Take heed, therefore, my son, that you pray in faith, 
earnestly believing that God hears you, and graciously 
receives your prayer. Take heed that you pray with 
the heart and the understanding, and not with the lips 
only, dishonouring God. Prayer is the breath ot tb^ 
soul's life : take heed that yoTii ^OT\\.\i^ ^Ci\. ^^s^'sS^^ssS^ 
stunted in its grovirth— t\ia\. \\,a x3answi^w\iJHi^^2cfN»H^^^ 
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imperilled by neglect of prayer. For neglect of prayer 
means an unholy life, and continuance in unholiness 
tends to make Christ withdraw Himself from us, till 
finally, if we do not turn and repent, He leaves us 
altogether, never to return again. 

But Prayer means a great deal more than a mere 
Prayer asking God to give us the things ih:-t 

most not be we need from Him, for our souls and 
selfish. bodies. A prayer consiswiag merely of a 
series of petitions for the supply of our own wants 
would be an entirely selfish thing. When we kneel 
down upon our knees, the words that we use, whether 
taken from a set form, or coming forth from our own 
hearts, ought to contain these four elements, whatever 
may be the order in which they occur. 

1. Praise and thanksgiving. 2. Confession of sin. 
3. Petition, or asking for what we need. 4. Interces- 
sion, or prayer for the good of others. 

1. Eemember, when you kneel down to pray, that 
your first duty is to render thanks and 

thSlri^g. P^«^^® *^ *^® ^^^ °^ ^^ mercies for His 
past goodness, before you ask Him to 
bestow upon you new gifts and favours. This is so 
reasonable that we might feel sure of its trath even if 
the Bible had been sUent on the subject, in the way 
either of precept or example. But S. Paul teaches ns 
very plainly the duty of thanksgiviug as a necessary 
accompaniment of prayer. " In everything," he says, 
"by prayer and supplication, with thanksgiving, let 
your requests be made known unto God." As though 
he had said, " Without thanksgiving , it is useless and 
wrong to request anything of God." Again, in another 
place, to the command, "Pray without ceasing," he 
adds, in the same breath, ** In every thing give thanks, 
/or tills 13 the wiU oi God concerning you." And of a 
Jireat samt of the Old Testament, tWpxo^^ie^.'^wEn.'^^ VJi 
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is recorded that he '^ kneeled upon his knees three times 
a day, and prayed, and gave thanks hefore his God." 

2. Your prayers ought also to include Confession — 

. at least your evening prayers, that you 

Confession, may not lie down in your bed with unre- 
pented sin upon your conscience. Think for a moment 
what Confession is : what an inestimable privilege it is 
to be able to go to Almighty God, and say, " Fatheb, I 
have sinned against heaven and before Thee. I 
acknowledge my transgressions. O hide Thy Face 
from my sins, and blot out all mine iniquities." And 
then to know that if you do this faithfully and un- 
feignedly, you will obtaiu His forgiveness I For what 
saith the Scripture ? •' K we confess our sins, He is 
faithful and just to forgive us our sins." 

3. Again, your prayers will contain some petitions : 

. not so much for the good things of this 

PeUUon. jifQ (^jjijjj^ ^^^ Ijg a.dded unto us suffi- 
ciently, if we seek first the kingdom of God and His 
righteousness), as for the gifts of God's Holy Spirit : for 
grace, and guidance, and protection, and strength to 
do His will. And surely, with the consciousness of the 
sins and f aHings^ which you have just confessed strong 
upon your mind, you will feel that you want these 
things— th&i you want nothing so much. You will 
remember, also, that in order to obtain blessings of 
Almighty God, you must " ask in faith, nothing 
wavering ;" you must persevere in asking, like the 
importunate widow, or like the Syrophoenician woman, 
who would not be deterred till she had received the , 
gracious answer, " Be it unto thee even as thou wilt." 

4. But you wUl not think it enough to pray for bless- 

ings upon yourself alone. You will ftiljiCk 
IntercesBion. ^^^^ f^j, othexB, ^\iom ^wx Vs^'b ^^a ^-^'^^ 
dearly than yourself, and m\^i ^"Wi^^ ^^^^ax^e. vasv^ 
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happiness yonr own are so closely bound up. I mean, 
of conrse, yonr parents, brothers and sisters, other 
relations, friends, and benefactors. Tour prayers, 
therefore, will always contain petitions for them. You 
will feel how much you owe to them, how much you de- 
pend upon them, how destitute and miserable you would 
be without their help and without their love. And you 
jmR remember that this is pleasing to God ; that He 
commands us to " make intercessions for all men," and 
especially, therefore, in our private prayers, for those 
who are near and dear to us. Bemember also, my son, 
how even S. Paul, inspired Apostle though he was, yet 
repeatedly besought his disciples to pray for him : how 
much more need then have wey your Masters and 
Teachers, who are set over you in the Lord — weak and 
sinful like yourselves — what great need, I say, have we 
to make a Hke request of you. Night and morning, in 
our private prayers, we make mention of you: and 
therefore, as we have need, so have we also a right to 
Bay to you, " Brethren, pray for us" 

These, then, are the four principal elements which 
all acts of worship, be they public or private, ought to 
contain. You will find them every one in the 6rayer 
Book, in the pubUc worship of the Church: you will 
find them also in this Httle book, which I have adapted 
to your private wants and uses with all the pains in my 
power. But as I have spoken of public worship, I wish 

you to notice one great point of <U£Eerence 

^'contTMted^' between the prayers which are used by a 

with Public, congregation, and those which we offer 

in our private, secret approaches to 
Almighty God. The special use and advantage of 
private prayer, as distinguished from public, is this, 
that it enables us to ask, in words, for the very thing of 
which we ourselves, individually, are most in need. In 
public worship, all the prayers, confessions, <&o., are 
a/ necesaty s^eneral m tiieir scope, and we can only 
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make a momentary mental reference to anything of a 
more particular nature: but in private, we have the 
fullest opportunity of asking for the special gifts and 
graces that we individually require, of confessing our 
particular faults, of making particular intercession for 
our own special friends in whom we are most deeply 
interested. No one but Almighty God and ourselves 
knows what are our besetting sins, our particular 
temptations, our particular weabiesses. But we know 
this very well, or with a little care and self-examination 
may know it. Some of you are tried most in one way, 
. and some in another. Some are tempted 
Besetting sins. ^^^^ ^ idleness and sloth : some to 

envy: some to disobedience: some to extravagance — 
perhaps dishonesty— in spending money : some to sins 
of the tongue, such as swearing or indecent language : 
some to cruel treatment of those who are younger or 
weaker than themselves: some to excessive waste of 
time upon mere amusement : some to greediness and 
gluttony : some to irreverence or inattention at prayer : 
some to selfishness : some to pride and vain glory : 
some to hypocrisy. This, then, is the great use and 
benefit of your private prayers — ^that each may confess 
any of these things of which he has been guHty; each 
may pray to God for grace to avoid the same or similar 
transgressions for the time to come ; each may inter- 
cede for those who are added to the number of his 
friends, or have shown him any fresh kindness ; each 
may thank God for the additional mercies he has 
received at his hands, from day to day.* This, if it be 
done even in a small degree, can scarcely fail to pro- 
duce the greatest good. It will help you to fix your 
thoughts when you pray. It will give to your prayers 
something of life and reality, and save them &om 
degenerating into a mere matter of routine, a mere form

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or ceremony, observed in deference to custom and 
decency, but not regarded as a coming to God, and a 
means of obtaining from God His richest blessings. 

Thus far I have spoken of regular, stated prayer — ^the 
prayer that we all offer, night and mom- 
Prayer.'^ ing, as the barest Christian duty. But 
those who indeed desire to wsdk with 
God will not be content with this : they will aspire to 
carry out the Apostolic precept, ** Pray without 
ceasing." And what is the meaning of a precept 
seemingly so impossible and unreasonable? For 
answer, let me transcribe a passage from a well-known 
devotional writer. "Prayer," he says, "is to be 
regarded not only as a distinct exercise of rehgion, for 
which its own time must be set apart, but as a process 
woven into the texture of the Christian's mind, and 
extending through the length and breadth of his life. 
Like the golden thread in a tissue, it frequently dis- 
appears beneath the common threads. It disappears 
and is hidden from the eye ; yet nevertheless it is 
substantially there, like a stream running underground 
for a certain period of its course. Suddenly, the thread 
emerges into sight again on the upper surface of the 
tissue, and suddenly again disappears ; and thus it 
penetrates the whole texture, though occasionally 
hidden. This is a very just illustration of the matter 
in hand. Look from without upon the Christian's life, 
and you will see divers occupations and employments, 
many of which, it may be, call for the exercise of his 
mind. But beneath the mind's surface there is an 
undercurrent, a golden thread of Prayer, always there, 
though oftei^ latent, and frequently rising up to view, 
not only in stated acts of worship, but in holy ejacula^ 
tions" Again, " Ejaculatory prayer is the exercise by 
which business and devotion are interlaced one with 
another." * 

*GoiilbTim'8 " Thoughts on Personal Beligion," Partii., 
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So, you see, when the Apostle exhorts us to " pray 
without ceasing," he means that we should maintain 
unbroken the soul's communion with God, so that at 
any time, at any moment of trial or temptation, in the 
midst of our business or our amusement, we may be 
ready, if need be, to turn in thought to God, just as a 
^ttle child instinctively feels for his father's hand, 
when the smallest danger seems to threaten him. 

There are, in this lend, stunning tide 

Of human care and crime, 
With whom the melodies abide 

Of the everlasting chime ; 
Who carry music in their heart 
Through dusky lane and wrangling mart, 
Plying their daily task with busier feet. 
Because their secret souls a holy strain repeat. 

One word more. If your private prayers are not 
properly said, it is impossible for you to 
M*** tf^ °' take your part rightly in public prayer. 
oa^Publicf*' Indeed, one of your constant petitions 
in private ought to be that you may be 
enabled to worship God. as you ought in the public and 
more solenm offices of His House, where the sin of 
irreverence and inattention is at the same time insult- 
ing to Him and injurious and painful to your fellow- 
worshippers. Learn, therefore, I beseech you, to say 
your Private Prayers reverently and devoutly, not only 
for their own sake, but in order that you may be better 
able to join in Public Prayer. For otherwise you 
cannot do this : I mean, you cannot do it without the 
grace and help of Almighty God ; and be sure of this,

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DIRECTIONS FOR READING HOLY SCRIP^ 

TURE, 

{Abridged from Bishop Ken,) 

If you have time, after saying your morning prayer, 
you ought to read a short portion of your Bible ; some 
of the words of the Divine Master in the Holy Gospels, 
or a part of the writings of His inspired Apostles, or of 
the wisdom of Solomon in the Old Testament : remem- 
bering the example of the young Timothy, who was 
bred up to know the Scripture from a child. 

But if you want time on ordinary days to read the 
Scripture, be sure to read somewhat of it on Sundays, 
and at night when you are just going to bed, that you 
may close the day with holy thoughts. 

To make your reading the more profitable to you, be- 
gin with one or more of these ejaculations : 

Wherewithal shall a young man cleanse his 
way : even by ruling himself after Thy Word. 

Lord, open Thou mine eyes, that I may see 
the wondrous things of Thy law. 

Heavenly Father, I humbly beg Thy Holy 
SriRiT so to help me at this time to read and 
understand, to remember and practise Thy Word, 
that it may make me wise unto salvation. 

Then begin to read, and consider that it is God's most 
Holy Word you read ; and that all the while you are 
reading, God is speaking to you, and therefore read with 
attention, humility, and reverence, and endeavour as 
much as you can to suit your affections to the avLb^<i^ 
you read. 
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For instance, if you read any of Grod's conunands, 
they should excite in you a zeal to keep them.

1. Never omit your prayers^ morning and evening, at 

least, and say them with ^ much atten- 

God : publicand *^^^ ^^^ earnestness as you can. Make 

l>rivate worship, it a point of duty to get up the moment 

&c., &o, the bell ringsj so that your prayers may 

Rnies 1—7. never be thrust aside for want of time, 

or hurried over without thought or reverence. 

2. Behave always most rever,ently in Ohurch or 
Chapel. Kneel in a reverent posture during the prayers, 
and avoid the lazy, indolent leaning forward which is 
so commonly substituted for kneeling. Bemember in 
Whose presence you are, and to Whom your worship is 
offered, and how great a dishonour it is to Him to tnfle 
or be irreverent in His House, or to seem indifferent to 
the service. Bemember, too, that grace before and 
after meals is an act of worship offered to Almighty 
God ; and try to behave, while the words are being said, 
as you would in Church.* 

8. Do not forget to use your Bible. Bead some of it 
{Privately, if you can, at least once a day. Mark well 
the sense, and apply every precept honestly to yourself. 
Note any difficulty, and ask to have it explained when 
you have the opportunity. 

4. When you aj:e confirmed, you ought not, without 
very good reason (and beware of deceiving yourself as to 

* See note, 'jag.'bl^.. 
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what 18 a good reason), to be absent from Holy Com- 
munion, as often as it is celebrated in the Chapel. 
Neither ought you to limit your communions to these 
times, but occasionally to attend the celebration in the 
Cathedral as well. 

5. Do your best to keep Sunday holy, abstaining 
from such work or play as may be plainly unsuitable to 
it. The Lord's Day is one on which to ** be glad and 
rejoice.'* It should not, therefore, be observed with 
gloom or austerity : but, notwithstanding, you ought to 
cultivate a certain quietness of manner on Sunday, 
avoiding noise, loud shouting, and racket, as being not 
only unsuitable in themselves, but tending to disturb 
and distract others, who love the calm and solemn 
associations of the Day of Best, and who are trying to 
make a right use of it, to the glory of God and the good 
of their souls. 

6. Accustom yourself to abstain from unseemly noise 
inmiediately upon coming out of Chapel, or in the 
neighbourhood of the Chapel door. Never scribble in 
your Bible, Prayer-book, or Hymn-book : it is an act of 
irreverence to God so to treat His Book, or any book 
which has to do with His service. 

7. Make a regular practice of keeping back some of 
your pocket-money to put in the alms box or to give in 
the Offertory. God is pleased to ask for, and to accept 
your offerings, however trifling, and He will reward you, 
if you remember the poor. 

n. 

8. Never make a i^ofane joke, or any jesting allusion 
Intercourse with *o» ^^ quotation from, the Scriptures; 

oompanioDB. and if any such jokes, &e., are made in 
Roles 8—14. your presence, do not laugh at, or seem 
/b J&0 amused by them. 
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9. Toa will have enough to do to keep ymtrself^ 
from sin. It will not become you, nor serve any good 
purpose, that you should lecture other boys upon tiieir 
moral conduct. It would only bring you into ridicule 
and do them no good. Tou will find example much 
more telling than advice. At the same time I woiUd 
not' discourage you from speaking privately to an in- 
timate friend, particularly one younger than yourself, 
if you know that he is doing, or intends to do, anythmg 
wrong. And if advice of this kind is ever offered to 
yourself, take it Hndly, listen to it, and mind it. 

10. Avoid all canting expressions, and affected 
seriousness. Whoever is sincerely good and religiouii 
must be humble too ; and such a person cannot give 
himself airs of superior piety. 

11. You may not always have it in your power to 
choose your companions ; but you should never make a 
friend of a boy who swears, uses unclean words, or 
habitually violates the rules of the School. 

12. Always share your things generously with your 
companions, and avoid all greediness and selfishness. 

13. Be manly and courageous on all ocoasionBt 
and speak out your mind boldly, but not arroganUy, 
against anything wrong that may be uttered in your 
hearing.* 

* One who was a boy at Marlborough College, when the 
late Dr. Cotton was Head Master, told me that daring the 
five years of his school life he never once Jieard an oath or 
un unclean word utteredt that was not immediately pro* 
tested against by some one of the hoys who heard itm A 
striking practical Hlostration of the ^erleci \k<^%sB&s^£i2^ ^A- 
carrying out this Rule. 
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14. Never quarrel with other boys, if you can possibly 
help it; but be prepared to defend yourself, and to 
fight it out manfully, if any attempt is made to bully 
you. Be ready, too, to stop any bullying of others, even 
at the risk of a battle, unless the odds are clearly too 
great against you. 

m. 

15. Never read any immoral books ; never even look 

Abstaining from "^*^ * ^^^^^ ^^ paper which you would 
evil. be ashamed to aUow your mother to 

Rules 15—19. see. 

16. Never do, or take part in, any action of which 
you could not speak afterwards to the members of your 
own family,* or about which you have a doubt whether 
it is right or wrong. 

17. Many things, not at all wrong in themselves, 
which you will be perfectly free to do when you are a 
man— smoking, for example — are of necessity forbidden 
to schoolboys. Bemember how base and dieiionourable 
it is for a boy treated with such tmst and confidence as 
you are to take advantage of opportunities of indulging 
in things so forbidden. In the old days of repression 
and suspicion there was, perhaps, some excuse for such 
conduct : in your case there is none. 

18. Whenever any wrong thing is suggested to you, 
directly or indirectly, reject it at once. Delay is fatal. 
To listen to a suggestion of sin is the first step towards 
committing it. 

* I have read of a boy — a boy of rare courage and spirit 

too— who was once kept from joining in some *' disreputable 

lark" (so tibe writer called it) in great part by this very 

leehng. ** When I remembtred that I could iiot tell you 

aA?u/9if, I would not go, " he said to bis Bislei ttiterwAxdA. 
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19. Shun, as you would deadly poison, every kind 
and degree of lying : particularly shuffling or prevari- 
cation, which is not only sinful, but mean and cowardly 
also. Go straight forward always ; and let neither fear 
nor ridicule turn you aside from the course of an 
honourable Christian boy. 

IV. 

20. Behave with habitual respect to all the Masters, 
General conduct and return with gratitude and affection 

and benring. the care of any person who is kind and 
Boles 20-26. attentive to you. 

21. Never be idle : always do your best, both at work 
and play. Work hard in School and study, and join 
heartily and with a will in all manly games in play 
hours. 

22. Beware of cruelty in all its forms. Set your face 
against the cowardly form of it called bullying. Keep 
clear of it yourself, and if God has given you a strong 
arm and a courageous spirit, prevent others from 
practising it. Do not even tread on a worm, or destroy 
an insect wantonly. Bemember — " Not a sparrow 
falleth to the ground without your Father." 

23. Never ridicule old age or poverty. Never laugh 
at any deformity or natural defect in a school fellow. 
Such conduct is exceedingly ill-natured and base. So 
is teasing, quizzing, and all such modes of hurting 
other people's feelings, mistaken by fools for wit. Do 
ns you would he done by, and take care- that your fun is 
always kindly and goodnatured. 

24. Bemember the Fifth Commandment. Consider 
how much you owe to your paite\ite., ^sA V'^ssr v?^^sc^ 
action of youiBt ^nd every Beport oj "^out cwv^>«x wsA. 
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diligence that they receive^ will affect their feelings: 
with what anxiety they have tended your infancy and 
childhood, and are now watching your youth : and how 
very much it depends upon you whether their old age, 
if it please God to prolong their days upon earth, shall 
be quiet and happy, or disturbed and wretched. 

25. In all matters of conduct, be guided not by the 

PREVAILING OPINIONS AND FASHION, BUT BY PRINCIPLE; 

and take your principles always from the Bible. 

26. Bead these Bules as often as is needed to make 
you well remember them at all times. The more you 
attend to them, the better and the happier you will be ; 
and may God Himself —Father, Son, and Holy Spirit — 
be your Guide and Counsellor, now and evermore.
